Ten feet under the grounds of 


the celebrated San Quentin 
Prison, guards found the 67- 
foot-tongtunnel, three feet wide, 
with wood-braced sides, electric 
lights, a ventilation fan and a 
'sophisticated communications 
system using speakers, wires 
and tubes from stolen radios 
and telephones.

Gov. William Milliken and

defeat Proposal C. The clear 
message was: If you just vote 
again&t "C." we promise to take 
action on our own to hold down 
state spending and taxes.

beginning in January. 


"The pledge was made by 


some people as a way to defeat 
•C,' " said Senate Republican 
leader Robert Davis of Gaytord.

Teens Face Harsher 
Justice Than Adults 


In Maryland, a 14-year-old boy was 


led away from his home in handcuffs 
by police after his parents complained 
that he was out of control. The reason 
for his parents' complaint: The boy 
would not take a bath. In Utah, a Ifi- 
year-old girl was placed in a reform 
school for 16 months after she ran 
away from a detention center. She had 
been placed in the detention center 
after 
running away because her 


mother beat her. In New Jersey, a 
mentally retarded girl spent seven 
years in a detention center after a 
juvenile court judge found her guilty 
of habitual truancy. 


These are not isolated incidents. 


Every year between 200,000 and 500,000 
children under the age of 18 are 
•arrested and incarcerated for offenses 
which would not be considered crime 
if committed by adults. Known as sta- 
'tus offenses (because they apply only 
to people with the legal status of 
minors), they include such things as 
running away from home, truancy, 
incorrigibility and ungovernability. 
Depending on individual state law, 
.they might also include consensual 
-jfcxual activity; suspected or actual 
;-5exuaI promiscuity; using vile, obs- 
;tCehe or vulgar language in a public 
-^jilace; associating with immoral per- 
-Ssons; frequenting places where al- 
: rCoholic beverages are sold; refusing to 
V-otey authorities; or jumping a train. 
":" Several studies have found a pattern 


of sex discrimination in the adminis- 
tration of juvenile justice. According 
to the federal Law Enforcement As- 


sistance Administration, 70 per cent of 
the girls committed to juvenile insti- 
tutions each year are status offenders, 
as against only 23 per cent of the boys. 
Girls are not only more likely than 
buys to be charged with status of- 
fenses, but they are also more likely to 
be incarcerated for less seriou* of- 
fenses and to be confined for longer 
periods of time. 


The IWY Commission is among 


those recommending that all status 
offenses be removed from juvenile 
court jurisdiction.

I rarely succeeded, and only

difficult to get elected, even 
though my party was a stark 
minority in the area in which I 
lived. For members of the oilier 
major party found it equally 
difficult to get inspiring can- 
didates. 


The difficulties in these can- 


didate searches lay not just with 
local positions — city council- 
man or county board of super- 
visors — but were equally vex- 
ing when it came to selling out- 
standing people on running for 
the 
state 
legislature 
and 


Congress. 


Those we approached, of 


course, were successful in their 
work, whether in business, 
writing, 
teaching, science, 


farming or government. Those 
who were young did not want to 
interrupt their careers. Those 
who had retired saw little satis- 
faction , in "taking the abuse 
levied on all politicians, the 
good and bad alike. 


Numbers' were convinced too, 


that if elected'there was little 
that could be accomplished.' 
They believed they had little 
chance of bucking the majority, 
composed as it was of so few 
who pursued the public interest. 
They saw too many lawmakers 
and administrative 
officials 


feathering their nests, being so 
dependent on special interest 
groups or so busied with the 
day-to-day trivia of their jobs 
that they had no time to give. 
serious study to the important 
laws on which they voted or to 
the serious tasks for which they 
were responsible. 


They feared getting caught in 


the treadmill wherein an official 
is forced to keep re-election so 
forcibly in mind that his day- 
to-day actions'becorae warped.

He knew he must be prepared

If the office were 
high, he knew his family would 
have no privacy and the real or 
imagined faults of wife and 
children would be spelled out in 
the gossip columns. 


Yet when we go to the polls we 


expect the man or woman we 
vote for to be a great speaker, a 
superb debater, personable in 
looks — that he have a certain 
mystique, not to mention instant 
solutions for all our problems. 


We demand too that our office 


holder, whether in the executive 
or the legislative branch, high 
or low, be a bountiful dispenser 
of individual favors to all who 
ask. We expect him to step in 
personally to get the road in 
front of our house widened — or 
not widened — and to intervene 
if we believe the Internal 
Revenue Service had made a 
mistake in analyzing our tax 
liability.

The report also recommended 
that consideration be given to 
closing some small community 
colleges that aren’t "cost-ef­ 
ficient."

Some years back I spent a good 
deal nf my spare time trying to 
persuade outstanding men and 
women in my community to run 
for office. 
I rarely succeeded, and only 
after months of effort. 
Once talked into running, 
good men and women were not 
difficult to get elected, even 
though my party was a stark 
minority in the area in which 1 
lived. For members of the other 
major party found it equally 
difficult to get inspiring can­ 
didates. 
The difficulties in these can­ 
didate searches lay not just with 
local positions — city council­ 
man or county board of super­ 
visors — but were equally vex­ 
ing when it came to selling out­ 
standing people on running for 
the 
state 
legislature 
and 
Congress. 
Those we approached, of 
course, were successful in their 
work, whether in business, 
writing, 
teaching, 
science, 
farming or government. Those 
who were young did not want to 
interrupt their careers. Those 
who had retired saw little satis­ 
faction , in ‘taking the abuse 
levied on all politicians, the 
good and bad alike. 
Numbers were convinced too, 
that if elected there was little 
that could be accomplished. 
They believed they had little 
chance of bucking the majority, 
composed as it was of so few 
who pursued the public interest. 
They saw too many lawmakers 
and 
administrative officials 
feathering their nests, being .so 
dependent on special interest 
groups or so busied with the 
day-to-day trivia of their jobs 
that they had no time to give 
serious study to the important 
laws on which they voted or to 
the serious tasks for which they 
were responsible. 


They feared getting caught in 
the treadmill wherein an official 
is forced to keep re-election so 
forcibly in mind that his day- 
to-day actions become warped 
The official becomes engrossed 
not in what should be done for 
the best interests of his consti­ 
tuents, but in what must be done 
to be certain of getting 51 per 
cent of the votes the next go 
round. 
Each man we approached 
knew he must be prepared to 
have all his family skeletons 
rattled, including those over 
which he had no control and 
which, by no stretch of the 
imagination, would have any 
influence on the manner in 
which he carried on his work in 
office. 
He knew he must be prepared 
to have his name blackened by 
any foul rumor the opposition or 
any crackpot should choose to 
dredge up. If the office were 
high, he knew his family would 
have no privacy and the real or 
imagined faults of wife and 
children would tie spelled out in 
the gossip columns. 
Yet when we go to the polls we 
expect the man or woman we 
vote for to tie a great speaker, a 
superb debater, personable in 
looks — that he have a certain 
mystique, not to mention instant 
solutions for all our problems. 
We demand tin) that our office 
holder, whether in the executive 
or the legislative branch, high 
or low , be a bountiful dispenser 
of individual favors to all who 
ask. We expect him to step in 
personally to get the road in 
front of our house widened — or 
not widened — and to intervene 
if we believe the 
Internal 
Revenue Service had made a 
mistake in analyzing our tax 
liability. 
The wonder is that anyone 
runs for office except born 
losers.

Strong Plus

Carter could not have made it 
without Walter Móndale, which 
puts to rest that old political 
saw that a running mate can 
hurt but not help the presiden­ 
tial ticket. 
And Carter would be wise to 
utilize fully Mondale’s advice 
and services in the coming four 
years, instead of relegating him 
to that special oblivion normally 
reserved for vice presidents. 
Carter has indeed promised 
Móndale that he will play a vital 
role in the new administration. 
Presidents in the past, however, 
have made sim ilar pledges to 
their 
vice 
presidents 
and 
promptly forgotten them. 
Móndale understands the m- 
tru ate ways of Congress, which 
Carter does not. Carter ignored 
most Democratic Congressmen 
during the campaign, not even 
bothering to ask the next House 
Speaker, Tip O'Neill of Mas­ 
sachusetts. to help rally sup­ 
port. When Móndale returned 
once during the campaign to the 
Senate for an important vote, he 
was mobbed on the floor by 
irritated Democratic Senators 
complaining about being insult­ 
ed or ignored by the Carter 
campaign. 
Most Democratic Senators 
and Congressmen ran ahead of 
the presidential ticket in their 
states and are returning with no 
deep sense of obligation to 
Carter. 
His 
relations 
with 
Congress are txiund to be better 
than President Ford's, simply 
because of partisan sympathy, 
but he has no personal ties to 
help smooth over the tough 
controversies. 
Móndale is liked and respect­ 
ed in Congress, and his counsel 
could be invaluable to Carter. 
But his influence is bound to be 
limited by the fact his loyalty is 
now with the White House and 
not the legislative branch, a 
handicap which Lyndon John­ 
son discovered to his surprise in 
the earh I9«0s when he sought 
to round up votes in the body 
which he had served so long as 
majority leader. 
Móndale also has extensive 
contacts and support within the 
labor unions and the party's 
liberal 
establishment, 
two 
groups without whom Carter 
would not have won tin election. 
Neither 
was 
originally 
enthusiastic about Carter, but 
the selection of Móndale went a 
long way to quiet their fears. 
Here, too. Móndale could be 


helpful to Carter, if Carter will 
only let him. 
Surveys both before and after 
the election indicated that Mon­ 
dale’s presence helped to calm 
voter doubts about C arter’s 
character across a broad spec­ 
trum . 
philosophically 
and 
geographically. Carter, aware 
of this, tried to capitalize u|>on 
his running mate’s popularity in 
the final stage of the campaign, 
referring to him often by name. 
Surveys indicate that Mondale 
was particularly an asset in 
contrast with the Republican 
vice 
presidential 
nominee 
Robert Dole, whose harse par­ 
tisan 
attacks 
offended 
the 
independents Ford needed to 
attract. 


Mondale was particularly im­ 
portant to the Democratic ticket 
in Wisconsin, where indepen­ 
dent Gene McCarthy had threa­ 
tened to make the margin of 
difference. 
Mondale 
cam­ 
paigned heavily in the state, 
where as a neighbor from next- 
door Minnesota he is well know n 
and where his long association 
with his mentor, Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, is a definite plus. 


Vice presidents have had an 
impact on single states before, 
most notably Lyndon Johnson in 
helping John Kennedy carry 
Texas in 1960. What is unique 
about 
Mondale 
is 
that 
he 
seemed to add strength to the 
ticket in nearly every state, 
even in the South where his 
liberalism was not expected to 
be helpful and where he cam­ 
paigned very little. Voters were 
impressed 
by 
the 
fact 
he 
seemed to be qualified to be 
president, a consideration Ford 
ignored in selecting Dole and 
that indeed most presidents 
throughout history have ig­ 
nored. 
There is yet one more area 
where Mondale is in a position 
to make life easier for Carter 
That's the national press corps. 
Carter never established a rap­ 
port with most reporters and in 
fact there is already considera­ 
ble antagonism between his 
Atlanta staff and Washington- 
based writers. But Mondale is 
widely respected and has the 
Washington 
insider’s 
easy 
manner with reporters. 
In short, the voters have 
elected 
an 
uncommonly 
qualified vice president this 
time, and one hopes the Senate’s 
loss will be C arter’s gain, in 
reality as well as on paper.

Statistics released by the census bureau and the county’s plan­ 
ning department show Berrien in 1975 had a population of 170.8011. 
Assistant Planning Director Brian Sodt said the figure is a 4.2 per 
cent increase over 197(1. or 6.800 people.

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RECOMMENDATIONS MONTHS AWAY 
PBB Study Should End Today 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich (AP) 
— A team of 35 scientists 
planned to finish its study of the 
effects of PBB on human health 
today, but they say it will l>e 
months before any recommen­ 
dations can be made. 
A “ unique cluster” of medical 
problems have emerged from 
the testing of more than 850 
persons, but with additional 
testing scheduled for today, 
researchers can’t l>e certain ot 
what their discoveries mean. 
Dr. Henry Anderson, head of the 
federally-financed study said 
Tuesday. 
The 
principal 
complaints 
found so far are neurological. 
Anderson said. He listed some 
of the symptoms as memory 
problems, increased sleeping, 
tiredness among the young and 
decreased 
alertness. 
“ Everybody has him com­ 
menting on it." he said about 
the neurological symptoms 
In addition, many among 
those being studied complained 
of joint pain and swelling “ in an 
age group where you would not 
expect to see many cases’’ of 
such arthritis-like symptoms. 
Anderson said 
Another unusual symptom 
spotted involves the amount of 
acne among children l>elow the 
age of puberty. Anderson said 
the symptom is “ classically 
reported in people exposed to 


polychlorinated comimunds. 
He said blood tests will lie 
used to rule out “ something else

CHICAGO <AP) — Mam courses for 
Bicentennial Thanksgiving dinners will be 
the most plentiful ever and will cost less than 
in recent years, turkey and meat industry 
spokesmen say 
Turkey production is at an all-time high — 
l.'IK million gobblers raised for consumption 
in I97H. "We'll see a lot of 49 cents-a-pound 
features for Thanksgiving," says Roy Mun­ 
son. executive secretary of the Minnesota 
Turkey Growers Association. That price, lie 
said, is down a dime a pound from last year 
arid nearly 1*5 cents lower than in 197:}. 
If holiday chefs prefer a roast, the 197K 
record cattle slaughter of an estimated 42.5 
million head also has resulted in relatively 
low beef prices. 


"The consumer s the one who benefits all 
the way around." Howard Madsen, director 
of economics and statistics for the American 
Meat Institute, said in an interview Monday , 
lie said the red meat industry normally loses 
some business during the holiday season, 
since more than (id per cent of all turkey s are 
sold during that period. 
, 
But this fall, he said, “ turkeys will be an 
exceptionally good byy because of their 
overproduction. That means they may hurt 
beef sales even more than usual." 
“ There won’t be another year like this for 
low prices because we’ve got both poultry 
and beef setting records in production," 
Madsen said, adding that beef prices should 
begin edging up at the end of the year

Palmer Wins 
Award Again 


'Bird9 Second In Young Voting 


NEW YORK (AP) - Bal- 


timore's Jim Palmer, an All- 
Star Game reject last July who 
reversed his field in the second 
half of the season, won • the 
American League's Cy Young 
Award today for the third time. 


The Orioles' right-hander 


joined Sandy Koufax, formerly 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers, and 
Tom Seaver of the New York 
Mets as baseball's only triple 
winners of the coveted pitching 
award. 


Palmer, also named the 


American League's best pitcher 


JtMPALMEB 


ill 1973 and 1975, was an easy 
winner this time over runner-up 
Mark Fkirych, Detroit's flashy 
"Birdman" who took baseball 
by storm in his rookie season. 


Palmer received 108 points on 


19 
first-place 
votes, 
four 


seconds and one third from the 
Baseball Writers Association of 
America. His total more than 
doubled that of Detroit's young 
right-hander, who had 31 points 
based on five first-place votes, 
seven for second and five for 
third. 


Points are awarded on a basis 


of fire for first place, three for 
second*and one for third. 


California's Frank Tanana 


was a distant third with IS 
points, while Ed Figueroa of the 
New York Yankees finished 
fourth with 12. Others-who 
received votes were Luis Tiant 
of the Boston Red Sox, with 10; 
Vida Blue of the Oakland A's, 8: 
Minnesota's Bill Campbell, 7, 
and Rollie Fingers of Oakland 
and Wayne Garland, Palmer's, 
teammate at Baltimore, 1 each. 


Palmer had a losing record 


for most of the early season, but 
by the time of the All-Star 
Game, was pitching well and 
improved his record to 11-8.

Manager Darrell Johnson did 
not select him for the AL All- 
Startcam. 


"I felt that if Catfish Hunter 


(of New York) was picked with 
the same record, I should have 
been selected, too," Palmer told 
The Associated Press Tuesday 
night. "But, really I never felt I 
should have been on the team. 


The whole thing was blown out 
of proportion. 


"My point was that the 


American League never seems 
to send its best players to the 
All-Star games...." 


Palmer led Ihe American 


League in victories with a 
22-13 


record and had an earned run 
average of 2.51 despite a desul- 
tory start. The reason he 
pitched well in the second half 
of the season was that the 
Orioles played better over-all 
ball, he said. 


"Our club played very well 


after June 15," said Palmer. 
"We had a better record than 
the Yankees after that. The club 
has tn play well for you to pitch 
well." 


Palmer's

German Tennis Great Dead 


NEW YORK (AP) - Baron 


Gottfried von Cramm — one of 
the world's great tennis players 
in the IMO's — died in Cairo, 
Egypt, Tuesday. One might say 
that-he was one of the luckier 
victims of Adolph Hitler's 
reign of terror. 


"He was crucified by Hitler 


and Nazi Germany," said 
Donald 
Budge, 
America's 


Grand Slam champion of the 


era. 


Budge and von Cramm were 


rivals before the outbreak .of 
World War II. Budge defeated 
the German in the final round 
of both Wimbledon and the 
United States Championships 
at Forest Hills. They also met 
in a Davis Cup duel that some 
have called the greatest match 
ever played. 


"Gottfried was superb on the 


court, beautiful strokes, every 
inch 
a sportsman," 
said 


Budge, "Yet he was one of the 
unluckiest men I know. 


"He was anti-Nazi," Budge 


recalled. "Yet he was a Ger- 
man sports hero and a close 
friend of Reichsmarshal Her- 
mann Goering. The Nazis 
never were able to break down 
his resistance. 


"Although be bad a reserve 


officer's commission, Gottfried 
was sent to the Russian front 
as a buck private. On the 
Stalingrad siege, he personally 
held off the Russians with <r 
.machine gun wtite permitting 
200 German soldiers to escape. 


"He was awarded the Ger- 


man Iron Cross on the spot by 
the general, win was not aware 
of his political persuasion.

Drugs Break Spirit Of Ex-Globetrotter

ERNIE WAGNER 


DETROIT (AP) — It's a lone wav from tin* Harlem Globetrot­ 
ters' backeourt to th«* docket of Detroit Recorder's Court, but 
Ernie Warner knows e\ery step. 
Wauner \\;is one of the first black basketball stars at Wayne 
State I'mversity in the early 1950s. after a sparkling prep career 
in Detroit, and joined the Globetrotter in lf*54 when he was just 2<i 
years old. 
W'awier played for 10 years with the Globetrotters, earning big 
money and fame. 
Hut those days seem like a lifetime away now to the 43-year-old 
man. I>eat and nearly broken of spirit, who awaits trial on drug 
charges. 
Wagner has l>een busted three tim es in the past four ye ars and 
currently is facing trial on five counts of selling heroin. 


Right now. m my opinion, he's no longer operating. He’s a 
\ery beaten man." says Sgt. Walter Schutzler of the Detroit police 
narcotics section. 
Once tiM» proud to admit his narcotic's addiction. Wagner now 
stems to l>e as low as he says he was when he got into drugs in the 
late lfifids He was in financial trouble, and his second wife had 
left him. taking their son 
"I have never talked to too many p<*ople about this." he says. “ 1 
was really bitter ... it seemed I lost everything 1 really wanted, a 
son, the only son I had ” 
Lonely and depressed after the breakup, Wagner say he met a 
woman who introduced him to nareotics. 
"She was mcssin’ around (in drugs),” he says, “ but she was 
good. And I thought maybe I could help her." 


Wagner, who is free on $30.000 bond, says he worked Ins way 
back up but started going down again in 1972. when he was 
arrested in his IX-troit home on a narcotics charge. 
He was cleared on that charge, but the policfe took money, guns 
and what Wagner estimates to have l>eon $20,000 in jewelry during 
the arrest. 
The state confiscated the money and jewelry for back taxes, 
which Wagner contends he did not owe. 
He was arrested again in 1975 for possession of heroin. 
' They (the police) know I wasn't making any money," Wagner 
says. But they're inst pressin' me. For some reason, they’re just 
pressin' me." 
On the day of his arrest, police say. Wagner sold four ounces of 
heroin to an undercover policeman for $7.000.

SEATTLE (AP) - Ray Olscn, 


17. who had "borrowed" au 
unlocked car and wrecked it. 
was given two choices by police: 
. juvenile court or a neighborhood 
accountability board. 


Olsen chose the latter, ap- 


pearing before the Ballard- 
Freemont Accountability Board 
composed of people from his 
own neighborhood. 


"When I went there I didn't 


think it was going to be that 
bad," Ray said, "but they sort 
of shook me up. They asked me 
questions about why I did it and 
if I thought it was fair to be 
made to pay back... 


"They recommended that I do 


85 hours of community service 
work for pay to repay the victim 
[or his loss, and 15 hours 
without pay," Ray said. 


Olsen was one of a number of 


deliquent youths being sent to 
three neighborhood "accoun- 
tability boards" in Seattle. 


An official says the boards 


may have reduced the tale of 
increase in burglary, auto theft 
and larceny in the three neigh- 
borhoods. 


David Moseley, who heads the 


program 
under 
the city's 


Department 
of 
Human 


Resources, said about half the 
restitution ordered under the 
plan is monetary repayment to 
victims of juvenile crime. The 
rest is symbolic restitution to 
pay back the community. 


The boards are operated by 40 


to 75 volunteers in each neigh- 
borhood and are funded by 
8500,000 per year in federal 
money designed to cut street 
crime, Moseley said.

BOSTON (AP) — Despite 


what some people may say. they 
probably can't detect with their 
bodies magnetic fields produced 
by ordinary alternating current. 


Twtt researchers from tlie 


University of Minnesota tested 
150 persons in an "isolation 
chamber" subjected to magne- 
tic fields of up to 15 gauss, 
produced by current alternating 
at the house frequency of (M 
tairoes per second. 


A gauss is a unit of magnetic 


field strength. The earth's 
steady magnetic field is about 
one-half gauss. 


The Minnesota biophysicists 


chose 15 gauss because, as one 
of them said, "that's about 
what's produced around your 
head by a hand-held hair 
dryer." 


They did not study the effect 


of such fields on medical 
devices 
such 
as 
heart 


packemakers. or the effects of 


high-frequency radiation such 
as the microwaves reportedlvt 
beamed at the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow by the Russians. 


In the isolation chamber tests, 


all clues such as vibration were 
eliminated. In a total of 30.000 
decisions, the subjects were 
correct about whether the field 
was on or off only approxima- 
tely half the time. 


First concern over the effects 


of low-frequency fields arose 
several years ago with the 
Navy's proposed "project San- 
guine." a massive radio anten- 
na to be buried in the ground in 
Michigan 
for secure com- 


munication with missile sub- 
marines. 


Since then, some environ- 


mentalists and others have 
expressed concern about the ef- 
fect on men, animals and crops 
of much weaker alternating 
magnetic fields produced by 
high-capacity power lines. The 


Navy antenna still has not been 
installed. 


About ten years aw. Russian 


reports cited worker "general 
malaise" around such fields. 


"As might be expected with 


this increased publicity, there 
are nor anecdotal reports of 
people 
experienceiiwii 


headaches, sensing the fields 
directly in heads or bodies or 
experiencing 
other 
vague 


symptoms." wrote Richard D. 
Tucker and Prof 
Otto II. 


Schmitt in a paper prtMfltrd 
Monday to the convention of the 
Alliance for Engineering in 
Medicine and Biology. 


"While a fair number report- 


ed headaches during or alter the 
tests in the isolation chamber, a 
closely matching number of 
headaches was reported when, 
without the knowledge of the 
subject, no field was ever 
turned on." Schniitl and Tucker 
said.

More than 70 per cent of the 


city's apprehended burglars, 
auto thieves and larcenists are 
juveniles, 
Moseley 
said. 


Although these three offenses 
have increased all over Seattle 
by 1S.4 per cent, he said, they 
are up only 7.2 per cent in the 
neighborhoods served by the 
accountability programs. 


"I think the statistics are in- 


dicative of the effect of our 
program." Moseley said. 


A youth choses the accoun- 


tability board with his parents' 
consent. Although the parents 
don't appear with their offspr- 
ing before the board, they can 
ask it to reconsider its decision 
or take the case back to court. 


Most of the cases heard in- 


volve shoplifting, vandalism, 
auto theft and burglary. The 
boards 
don't 
handle more 


serious crimes. 


Moseley said deterrence is 


just 
as important 
in the 


program as crime control. 
That's the reason for having the 
youth pay for his crime right in 
front of his neighbors. 


Another youth. Earl Patter- 


son, 17, was caught shoplifting 
and referred to an accoun- 
tability board. 


"I think it's better than 


juvenile court," 
he said. 


"You've got more of a choice 
and they try to understand you 
here. 


"People in the community are 


jurors. If there is somebody on 
the board you think won't be 
fair to you. you can ask for a 
new hearing. You discuss with 
them what to do and you just 
wwk it off. Everything is con- 
fidential, nothing goes out of the 
room."

their bi-annual rise, and the 
southward spread of Michigan's 
million-plus deer population 
makes it more likely than ever 
that a motorist will come 
headlight-to-antler with a deer. 


In 1975, there were 14.M5 mo- 


tor vehicle accidents involving 
deer. About 8fl per cent of the 
vehicles were passenger cars, 
and three people were killed.

David Jenkins, director of the 


Wildlife Division of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, said 
car-deer collisions "peak" in 
October-January and March- 
June periods, when deer ac- 
tivity increases.
